National Committee 
In Session

Washington Trying to Find Common 
Basis For Discordant Elements—Na- 
tional Convention or Action by States 
Question For Decision. 


Washington, Dec. lV.—Two .proposals 


for reorganization of the Republican 
party and to tlml a basis upon which 
discordant elements can utiite con- 
fronted the Itiijnibliean national coin- 
mil tee. 


Foremost wns a proposal for a spe- 


cial national convention to readjust 
the system of delegate representation. 
The .other was that no convention be 
called, but that the national committee 
Qx a plan of reapportiounteiit for rati- 
fication by Republican state conven- 
tions. 


A resolution for a special convention 


was prepared by a special committee, 
which also framed another resolution 
in accordance with a compromise sug- 
gestion by Charles B. Warren of Mich- 
igan, chairman of the law committee, 
proposing that-after the national com- 
mittee fis«s a basis of delegate reap- 
portioiitnent the plan be ratified by 
two-thirds of the states which cast 
Republican pluralities for president In 
1906. 


On the special committee drafting 


the resolution were Messrs. Warren of 
Michigan. Borah of Idaho, Hadley of 
Missouri, who also holds a proxy from 
Louisiana: Smoot of Utah and Howell 
of Nebraska. They went into session 
to report Inter to (he entire committee. 


Ex-Governor Hadley. a member of 


the special committee appointed by the 
Chicago conference of Progressive Re- 
publicans to make overtures for party 
reorganization, was not averse to the 
compromise plan. Mr. Hadiey said he 
favored a national convention; but, 
failing to pet that, he would hope for 
submission of the party problems to a 
referendum of the state.

National Committee 
In Session 
at 


Washington Trying to Find Common 
Basis For Discordant Elements—Na- 
tional Convention or Action by States 
Question For Decision. 


Washington, Dec. lV.—Two .proposals 


for reorganization of the Republican 
party and to tlml a basis upon which 
discordant elements can utiite con- 
fronted the Itiijnibliean national coin- 
mil tee. 


Foremost wns a proposal for a spe- 


cial national convention to readjust 
the system of delegate representation. 
The .other was that no convention be 
called, but that the national committee 
Qx a plan of reapportiounteiit for rati- 
fication by Republican state conven- 
tions. 


A resolution for a special convention 


was prepared by a special committee, 
which also framed another resolution 
in accordance with a compromise sug- 
gestion by Charles B. Warren of Mich- 
igan, chairman of the law committee, 
proposing that-after the national com- 
mittee fis«s a basis of delegate reap- 
portioiitnent the plan be ratified by 
two-thirds of the states which cast 
Republican pluralities for president In 
1906. 


On the special committee drafting 


the resolution were Messrs. Warren of 
Michigan.
